Before selecting a new covering, 
however, the roof framing should 
be examined to determine whether 
it has sufficient strength to carry 
the additional weight,.

PLAN TO TRAIN 
500 SURGEONS 
YEARLY IN U. S. 


Philadelphia, O rt. 16 (A P )—Plans 
to train 500 new A m erican surgeons 
each year, to give th e average in ­ 
come m an th e h ig h ly skilled surgery 
w’hich h as belonged largely to the 
rich and 
the indigent, 
were a n ­ 
nounced by the A m erican College 
of Surgeons today. 
The plan is a th ree -y e ar system 
of super-training in surgery which 
it is hoped will ultim ately raise the 
crop of com pletely train ed new su r­ 
geons yearly to 600 or m ore and 
spread them into th e ru ra l districts 
instead of having only enough to 
concentrate in th e cities. 
The college announced th e nam es 
of 
381 
hospitals, 
including 
5 
in 
C anada, which have been approved 
for this kind of train in g . T h e move 
sets up an official m edical stan d ard 
in 
surgery, 
to 
replace 
voluntary 
training m ethods of th e p ast which 
produced m any surgerical superm en 
but at th e sam e tim e o th e rs who 
were not fully train ed . 
Three years of study of surgical 
training problem s preceded today’s 
selection 
of 
the 
381 
institutions. 
T his list is not fixed and it is ex­ 
pected to 0Tow as th e idea of better- 
trained surgeons spreads. 
The approved train in g hospitals 
include 153 governm ent institutions, 
188 
com m unity 
hospitals 
and 
23 
church 
hospitals. 
R eport 
of the 
plan was m ade by Dr. H arold E arn- 
heart, 
assistant 
d irector 
of 
the 
Am erican College of Surgeons. 
The college also today announced 
its approval of 2 720 hospitals, an 
all-tim e high. 
This approved list is 56 over last 
year. 
It includes 224 hospitals in 
C anada, four in 
C hina, th ree in 
Cuba, one In F rance (Hie A m erican 
hospital in P aris), tw o in N ew found­ 
land, two in the republic of P anam a 
and two in U ruguay. 
The total num ber of hospitals in 
th e United S tates w as given last 
year by the A m erican M edical asso­ 
ciation as 6,166. 
M any of these, 
however, are too sm all to qualify 
for the "approved” list. 
An exam ple of th e college’s close 
scrutiny of hospitals was a sta te ­ 
m ent th a t in som e in stitu tio n s the 
num ber of C aesarian operations Is 
too large and th a t th e reason a p ­ 
parently is a liking for th is type 
of delivery by one or m ore m em bers 
of tile staff.

BROWNMILLER 
GETS YEAR IN 
JAIL AND FINE 


Harrisburg. Oct. 16 iAP< — A jail 
sentence of one year in the Dauphin 
county prison and a total fine of 
$3,000 was imposed today on Roy 
R. Brownmiller. former secretary of 
Highways, who was convicted of 
permitting a $600,000 padded payroll 
for political purposes in the latter 
days of the democratic Earle ad­ 
m inistration 
Judge Howard W. Hughes fixed 
the 
penalty 
in 
D auphin 
county 
court for the former cabinet officer 
first of a dozen high democrats 
to be brought to trial on indictm ents 
returned by a special grand jury 
which 
investigated 
charges 
made 
during the 1938 prim ary campaign. 
The specific sentences were: 
One year in prison, $2,000 fine and 
costs in the first count of indict­ 
ment charging Brownmiller perm it­ 
ted the payroll padding. 
One year in prison. $1,000 fine and 
the costs of another count charging 
lie failed to stop the padding. 
Tile .sentences, Judge Hughes, said, 
would run concurrently. 
A third count of the indictm ent 
charging 
general 
misconduct was 
thrown out by the court. 
Brownmiller had nothing to say 
when brought before Judge Hughes 
lor sentence. 
His attorneys asked Judge Hughes 
to take his character and past record 
as a public official in Sc huylkill into 
consideration. 
The judge emphasized as he im ­ 
posed the penalty th a t lie consid­ 
ered all those things and that the 
lenience upon Brownmiller was for 
"a violation of the trust.” 
Judge Hughes asserted further it 
was intended to act as "a deterrent” 
to misconduct on the purt of public 
officials in the future. 
While they made no official state­ 
ment attorneys for Brownmiller said 
before tire sentencing they intended 
to “appeal the .sentence even if it was 
only a ten cent fine.” 
The appeal would be taken to the 
Superior court.

‘BLINDNESS AND 
VISION’ THEME 
OF SERMON HERE 


“Blindness and Vision" was the 
theme of the sermon delivered Sun­ 
day morning by the Rev. Spencer W 
Aungst, pastor of the St. Jam es Lu- 
| theran church. The text was taken 
from St. Jflhn 9:25. "One Thing I 
; know', th a t whereas I was blind, 
now I see.’’ 
Referring to the text, the Rev. 
Mr. Aungst said in part: 
"This is the statem ent of one who 
was born blind and w'ho had re­ 
ceived his sight from Jesus. 
The 
whole of chapter nine of St. John’s 
gospel is given to the recording of 
this event and the subsequent ques­ 
tionings of the Pharisees. 
“Everybody could see a miracle 
Only a m an here and there In a 
m ultitude could understand a dis­ 
course. 
Josus could have given this 
m an a new thought and no ope 
would have paid any attention to 
him. 
A fter all, who cares for a 
thought? 
We just do not want to 
think things through. Our ears are 
ready to hear the thoughts of others 
and we arc willing to accept them 
without any further m ental action i 
on our part. 
The most spectacular 
and worldly are most acceptable. 
Bid let someone speak to us con- ! 
cerning the deep, serious things of; 
life 
and 
life eternal 
and 
under 
ordinary conditions our ears are 
closed and we do not have the time : 
to listen. 
There are men who have 
seen 
perfect 
Niagaras 
of 
jewels I 
rolling over the cataract who have ■ 
never yet seized them and taken 
it home as a treasure and a pledge ; 
of better things. 
They would rather 
hear some song accompanied 
by I 
swing music with nothing in it than 
the music of eternity. Because it is 
the music of Eternity it can wait. 
Its opportunity will come. 
Maybe. 
The great historic movements, the 
events cd the day, the news, the 
gossip excite m ore attention than 
the discussion of the truths of God 
as they are revealed in His Son 
Jesus Christ, 
W hat blindness! 
Must Experience ( recd 
"A creed to be believed must be 
experienced. 
This m an’s creed at 
this time was very short. 
It m at­ 
ters not how long a creed Is. the 
longer the better, if only a man be­ 
lieves it, believes it as this man be­ 
lieved his. 
‘One thing I know, that 
whereas I was blind, now I see.’ 
W hat lh there that a Christian would 
not be callable oi doing if he believed 
the whole of the Apostles’ creed in 
exactly the same w'ay? 
“Here was a close connection be­ 
tween the statem ent of belief and 
the confessor. 
There was no possi­ 
bility of his forgetting it. 
A creed 
to be believed m ust bt! founded upon 
experience. 
It is not how many 
things a C hristian believes th at m at­ 
ters, but how much he believes a 
few things. W hat about your creed? 
How much has it been taken hold of 
and appropriated by the whole in ­ 
tellectual, emotional and moral man? 
Experiencing religion is lost in our 
day and we cannot afford to lose it. 
We take it all too much for grant­ 
ed and we do not want to let it 
get too strong a hold on us 
But if 
Christianity is a fact it is an exper­ 
ience. 
If C hrist lias wrought a 
work in me, I feel it. 
If I am a 
Christian, I know it.
